The opinion is frequently expressed that Canada suffers from too much 
vernment and legislation, and with a Federal Parliament and nine’ Proyin- 

t al Legislatures for something less than nine million people, there is prob- 
ably some reason for such an opinion being more or less preyalent, and to 
support the suggestions periodically advanced in faver of the union of the 
three Maritime Provinces into one; and the merging of the Prairie Provinces, 
thus reducing the number of Legislatures to five. But whether such amal- 
gamations are now feasible is another question, and, in view of the faét that 
ulUmately Canada will have a population of many times nine millions, it is 
open to argument whether such combinations would be wise in the long run, 
But that there is room for a much larger measure of cordial co- operation 

in. matters of legislation between the Federal Parliament on the one hana 
and the various Pr ovincial Legislatures on the other hand, and between the 
Legislatures of adjoining Provinces, and,

It is proposed io call a conferenée of Provincial representatives to give 
consideration to suggested amendments to the B.N.A. Act designed to curb 
the arbitrary veto power of the Senate over legislation which meets the ap- 
proval of the electe “d representatives of the people in the House of.Commons 
along lines somewhat similar to those which finally had to come in Great Bri- 
tain in order to rustrict the power of the House of Lords. There are; how- 
evér, other subjects of equal or even greater importance which avant well re- 
ceive attention at such a conference. 

_For example, not only should the powers of the Senate come under review, 
but the constitution of that body if it is to be continued as an integral part of 
our legislative machinery. 
Western Provinces will not be content for all time to have their representa- 
lion in the Senate limited to that of the three small Maritime Provinces, 
namely, twenty-four Senators for Manitoba, Saskatchewan, Aiberla and Brit- 
ish Columbia, and a like number for Nova Scotia, New Brunswick and ehinihind 
Edward Island. Certainly if such a basis of Senate representation is to be | 
maintained much longer, then the powers of the Senate must be greatly 
restricted. 

Again, while ihe B.N.A. Act clearly defines the respective. spheres of the 
Dominion Parliament and the Provincial Legislatures in regard to many sub- 
jects, it confers on both Federal and Provincial bodies legislative and admin- 
istrative autherily in“vegard ‘to certain other matiers, with thé result’ that 
tuere is constant conflict and continual appeals to the, Imperial. Privy Council, | 
and hardly a year passes that decisions are not rendered declarjng laws pass- |

The bringing about of such changes takes time because both Federal and 
Provincial authorities are notoriously loth to abandon any slightest right, 
power or privilege which they now enjoy; and furthermore any change in the 
B.N.A. Act involves not only action in Canada, but also by the British Parlia- 
ment; because, like Australia, Canada Reeth fer possess the power to amend 
is own constitution. In the meantime, there should be greater disposition 
on the part of the Dominion Parliament to co-operate wilh and assist the 
Proyinces to realize their wishes in regard to matters of prime imporiance 
to them but over which the Dominion also exercises certain powers. 

: Some of the Provinces passed laws to protect their eitizen from being 
victimized .by glib-tongued salesmen of stock in worthless companies such 
as the Hearst Music Company, wildcat mining and vil companies, ete, ‘These 
laws have been declared invalid insofar as they apply to companies having 
Dominion charters, so when any one of these companies out to fleece the pub- 
lic are denied a Provincial charter, or the right under such a charter to sell 
stock, they simply take out a Dominion charter and defy the Proyincial au- 
thorities, 

Apart from the fact that the Federal authorities should be just as. an- 
xious as any of the Provincial authorities to protect the people of Canada from 
these unscrupulous peddlers of worthless stock, 
willing to co-operate with the Provinces in upholding the law ‘and maintain- 
ing proper respect and dignity for the law. Unfortunately, Ottawa is not 
thus co-operating with the Provinces, and numerous instances are arising 
where Provinces have turned down company promotion schemes for good and 
substantial reasons, only to have Ottawa promptly grant a Dominion charter, 

The Dominion Government should not only protect the Provinces from 
this open contempt of their laws, but Oitawa should enact legislation safe- 
guarding the public from being victimized by companies operating under Do- 
minion charters in the same manner that the Western Provinces have in re- 
gard to Provincial charters.

ion Livestock Braach, Farmers in- 
terested in the breeding of bacon 
type of hgg are urged to attend 
these short courses.

919,872, which compares with 14,153,-
